Amend the amendment, H-8443, to Senate File 2270, as1

passed by the Senate, as follows:2

1. By striking page 1, line 5, through page 4, line3

25, and inserting:4

<<Section 1. NEW SECTION. 135.30B Breast-feeding5

in the workplace.6

1. An employer shall provide reasonable break7

time for an employee to express breast milk for her8

nursing child for one year after the child’s birth9

each time such employee has need to express the milk.10

The employer shall also provide a place, other than11

a bathroom, that is shielded from view and free from12

intrusion from coworkers and the public, which may be13

used by an employee to express breast milk.14

2. An employer is not required to compensate15

an employee receiving reasonable break time under16

subsection 1 for any work time spent for such purpose.17

3. An employer that employs less than fifty18

employees shall not be subject to the requirements of19

this section, if such requirements would impose an20

undue hardship by causing the employer significant21

difficulty or expense when considered in relation to22

the size, financial resources, nature, or structure of23

the employer’s business.>>24
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
